OUTSIDE Als Is 
W OPEN TO 
NOLDIER SETTLER 


Notification of a change in the pol- 
icy of the Soldier Settlement Board 
regarding the 15-mile limit has been 
reccived in the local office from Ot- 
awa and will be of great interest to 
returned soldiers who want to be- 
settlers on the land under the 
settlement act. Previous to this sol- 
diers were only established on Jand 
within a radius of 15 miles from a 
railway, but this has now been ex- 
ended to 25 miles in specially ap- 
proved and accepted districts. 

If these districts are well establish- 
ed afid organized with rural schools 
and good roads, and situated beyond 
5 miles from transportation, the 
board will approve of the purchase 
of land in these districts by soldier 
settlers and advances will be granted 
for land purchases. Removal of en- 
cumbrances, stock and equipment or 
permanent improvement loans will be 
approved as on lands within the 15- 
mile limit. 

Advances Will Be Made 

~The settlers in purchasing the land 
must be prepared to pay 20 per cent 
of the purchase price and advances 
may be made providing a settler has 
been in residence a full year and has 
personally done breaking, fencing and 
other permanent improvements. 

Special lands, such as Dominion 
lands, may be approved by the cen- 
tral board at Ottawa, which are con- 
sidered desirable for soldier  settle-
